SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  i,jJ..-iJTn  SERVICEb  FOR  THE  aREa. . 

( a ) Laboratory  Facilities  . 

Bacteriological  and  Chemical  examinations  of  water  are  carried 
out  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association  Ltd.,  Hilton’s  Annexe, 
Haywards  Heath. 

The  practice  of  sending  milk  samples  to  the  Bacteriological 
Department  attached  to  the  Guildford  Hospital  has  been  continued. 

The  Camberwell  Research  Laboratories  deal  with  the  examination 
of  swabs  and  other  clinical  material. 

( b ) Ambulance  Facilities  - Rood  accidents  and  Non-Inf ectious  Cases . 

The  Local  Authority  has  its  own  Austin  Motor  Ambulance  and 
employs  its  own  driver.  The  Ambulance  is  garaged  at  the  Fire 
station  and  is  on  call  day  and  night. 

761  journeys  were  made  during  the  year  and  the  scheme  has 
proved  satisfactory. 

Infectious  Cases. 


The  Ottersnaw  Joint  Hospital  Board  are  responsible  for  this 
service  and  use  their  own  Ambulance.

( c ) Nursing  in  the  Home . 

The  District  Nursing  Associations  provide  five  fully  trained 
and  very  efficient  Nurses  who  spend  all  their  time  visiting  patients 
in  the  district.  When  cases  of  serious  illness  have  to  be  nursed 
at  home  the  Local  Authority  provides,  in  necessitous  circumstances, 
extra  nursing  help.  Members  of  the  District  Nursing  Association 
are  enabled,  through  the  Surrey  County  Nursing  Association,  to  have 
the  services  of  fully  qualified  nurses  living  in  their  homes  at 
considerably  reduced  fees,  for  medical,  surgical  or  maternity  cases. 

Midwives . 


These  ^ive  Nurses  are  part-time  midwives  under  the  Midwives  • 
Act,  1936,  and  work  under  the  regulations  of  the  County  Council. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres . 

These  are  administered  by  the  Surrey  County  Council  and  deal 
with  Ante-Natu.1  Care,  Child  Welfare,  school  Children,  Dental  Treat- 
ment and  Tuberculosis.

Water  Supply . 

The  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company  supplies  the  greater  part 
of  the  district.  The  water  is  chlorinated.  There  has  been  no 
interruption  in  the  service  during  the  year.

Certain  Local  Authorities  supplied  by  this  Company  agreed  to  a 
Scheme  whereby  the  Clinical  .Research  association  examined  samples  of 
water  every  fortnight  from  these  districts  in  rotation  and  the  results 
oi  these  tests  are  notified  to  each  Local  Authority.  Close  co-oper- 
ation between  the  Water  Company  and  the  Local  Authority  has  been 
maintained.

Probably  when  times  are  appropriate  the  proposals 
for  increasing  the  capacity  will  oe  put  into  effect,  but  there  was  no 
real  difficulty  experienced.

The  system  continued  to  operate  without  trouble,  despite  the 
snortage  ol  chlorinating  materials.  Curiously  enough  fewer  complaints 
i smell  were  received  than  when  chlorine  was  freely  available  but 
there  may  be  some  independent  reason  for  this.

There  were  28  cases.  One  third,  of  them  occurred  in  January 
and  half  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year;  4 were  in  the  age 
group  1-3  years;  11  in  the  5 - 15  year  group,  and  there  were 
13  cases  in  persons  of  35  and  over. 

Three  cases  were  treated  in  hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  37  cases;  10  in  December;  7 in  November,  and  the 
remainder  evenly  distributed  over  the  other  months. 

Diphtheria . 

There  were  6 cases  during  the  year. 

Measles . 

There  was  a widespread  epidemic  and  204  cases  were  notified. 
Over  30  cases  were  notified  in  each  of  the  following  months  - May, 
October,  November  and  December. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  only  14  cases  recorded. 

Chicken  Pox. 

There  were  142  school  exclusions.  Chicken  Pox  was  prevalent 
in  the  first  four  months,  June,  July  and  November.

There  were  43  school!  exclusions;  three  quarters  of  the  cases 
were  in  January  and  February ,
